paper and the Arkansas Gazette. 


Overnight southbound mail nd- 
osscd to Fulton Post Office is 


tarried into the Texarkana mail 
terminal by ' the Missouri Pacific 
and is supposed to be transferred 
to northbound Train No. 'I and re- 
turned to Fulton at 4:17 a.m. 


The Star for last Wednesday, pre- 


dated Thursday. May 29, and the 
Arkansas Gazette of 
Thursday, 


May 29, were lost in the Texarkana 
knail terminal — as has happened 
before — and were not returned to 
S 


alton Post Office until Friday 
orning, May 30. .Friday being a 


holiday there was 'no delivery on 
the rural route. Therefore on Satur- 
day the newspaper subscribers liv- 
ing on Fulton 
Route One were 


deluged with (1) three editions 
of The Star (Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday), and (2) three editions 
of the Arkansas Gazette (Thursday. 
Friday and Saturday). 


This is a particularly rough ex-

Two Injured in 
Kitchen Blast 
at Diamond Cafe 


An explosion in the Diamond Cafe 


kitchen about 0:30 a.m. today left 
one person seriously burned, an- 
other with a head and shoulder in- 
jury and caused considerable dam- 
age. The blast could be heard for 
several blocks. 


Seriously burned was Carrie De- 


loney, Negro cook. She suffered 
first degree burns about the face 
and secondary burns on the neck 
and shoulder. Another Negro cook, 
Clara Muldrew, suffered a cut over 
her eye and a shoulder injury 
when a light fixture fell on her in 
the first of the two room kitchen. 


The explosion occurred in the 


second room of the Diamond kitch- 
en. Apparently a gas valve had 
been left open. When the cook ad- 
vanced toward the stove with a 
lighted match it blew up when she 
was several feet from it, knocking 
off 
the doors, 
breaking outside 


window p^ari^s,,,. shattering j.aj:s of 
iood and blasting down a large 
light fixture, which fell on the 
Muldrew woman, in the first room 
of the kitchen. 


Bob Carrol, owner and operator 


who was standing in the first sec- 
tion of the kitchen was knocked 
off his feet but was not injured. 


Extent of the damage could not 


be immediately determined. The 
main part of the cafe was not 
damaged. However, Mr. 
Carroll 


indicated he would not be able 
to reopen before Saturday morn- 
ing, June 7.

Hauled Out 


Kojc Island Korea, June 4 (.I5) — 


American infantrymen and' tanks 
today knocked down 
and 
burned 


.Russian, North Korean and Chi- 
nese flags in three Communist pris- 
oner of war pens, then hauled out 
unruly prisoner leaders. 


Not a shot was fired. The Red's 


submitted meekly although only a 
few hours earlier they "had boasted 
they would "fight to the death." 


The smartly executed one-two 


punch at Communist prisoner dis- 
obedience destroyed all Red ban 
ncrs that flew today over this once 
riot-torn island. But camp author- 
ities expect more may appear torn 
orrow, 


Seventeen anti-Communist pris- 


soners, their hands bound were res- 
cued from one compound. 


The soldiers marched 
75 other 


POWs out of a second' compound. 
The group included five Red lead 
ers and possibly some anti-Reds.
